Fall Bad In Area 


Rainfall This Year 
Has Been Nearly 
Wo of Average 


While The Herald has no de­ 
sire to minimize the need for a 
lot of the old gu lly-washing rain 
b y the entire territory and most 
of a five-state region; it has done 
a litle statistical 
b ack-tracking 
with rain records this 
week 
to 
comeu p wit hthe alarming asser­ 
tion that rainfall at Hamlin for 
1953 has b een 75 per cent of nor­ 
mal! 
Of cou rse, the thing that makes 
the overall pictu re for moistu re 
—b u t has far as crops are con­ 
cerned—is that we have had too 
many su b -normal entire years in a 
row. 
Best records reveal these facts 
ab ou t the rainfall of 
this 
and 
previou s years: 
The year 1953 has recorded 5.91 
inches fallen at Hamlin so far the 
first six months (assu ming that it 
does not rain b efore you r paper 
reaches you afte rthis is WTitten), 
which is only 6.24 inches or ab ou t 
25 per cent less than the 11 year 
average for the first six months 
of these years. 
Average anu al rainfall for the 11 
year period has b een 22*31 inches.

What could be more Anbarrassing than to ha v e g uests arise from 
your lawn furniture with clothing soiled! This needn’t ha ppen, if you 
start the season by giving your summer porch and garden furniture 
a good cleaning now. They’ll last longer, too, according to folks who 
make outdoor furniture. 
To do the job you’ll need a good, stiff brush, a pail of warm soap­ 
suds, a sponge, the garden hose and some clean cloths. Pads and detach­ 
able cushions should, of coui i-e, be removed and done separately. Wood, 
enameled metal, aluminum and smooth surface plastics should he given 
a well-lathered sponging or sudsing with a rough cloth. Use a brush to 
get into the crannies of wicker, reed, bamboo or plastic webbing, and 
for the crooks and crevices of metal pieces. Don’t neglect the under- 
aides. D irt and clinging things can cause deterioration. 
After the scrubbing routine, rinse well on all sides with a fine sprav 
hose. \\ ipe off drippy water with dry cloth and stand the furniture in 
a breezy, sunny spot to dry, thus preventing rust and rot. 
Cushions and pads of plastics or woven fabrics, such a s canvas, drill 
or sailcloth, get a sudsy sponge treatment, a rinse w ith a damp cloth, 
then a wipe with a clean, dry cloth. 
Sun-heated glass may crack when water is applied, so always set 
glass-topped pieces in the shade to cool before washing. 
■ T ° W~.s.h your “ sun-brella,” first hose it to flush away loose soil and 
leaves. I hen brush-scrub it inside and out with thick, warm soapsuds. 
Give it a good hosing and let it stand open in the sun to dry. 
Now you are ready to start the summer season. Keeping outdoor 
furniture clean becomes a weekly chore, and you’ll find after a rain 
is a good tune to do it, for nature has helped loosen dirt.

The report im ­ 
plies that almost, everyb ody hu t

The all-time income high for

Bu t Korea b oosted ou tpu t and

it op in net » ncome is expected for 
*®5$ . 
Perhaps the farmer is not 
•o’ ing in m.'riey. 
Are you one of those whose in­ 
xml* has increased? Are you b et­ 
ter off today than ever b efore? 
fou ’r* not! Let me tell you why. 
A short timeag o I saw an analy- 
ris of figu res on national income, 
'dare’s what I fou nd: In 1950, the 
lop 20 per cent of ou r wage earn- 
» rs held 93 per cent of ou r savings, 
avmg 80 per cent of the popu la­ 
tion with only seven per cent of 
fee national savings. 
We are gleefu l ab ou t ou r pros­ 
perity', 
and the wage workers 
hou id b e very thankfu l* The av- 
rage earnings of the indu strial 
er in this mu lti-b illion income 
ear of 1953 are $ 72 per week, 
hith is ab ou t $ 10 per capita high- 
r than in 1951. This sou nds like 
tm ^t everyb ody is well otf. Yet 
hear lab or u nion officials talk 
ou wou ld think wage workers are 
t rnjoying their share of the 


prosperity. 
Statistics show that 
these lab or leaders are not telling 
the tru th. 
If you cannot meet all of you r 
monthly b ills on time, inclu ding 
you r installment payments, you 
shou ld make ou t a carefu l b u dget 
and follow it. 
You ou ght to get 
you rself b ack on a pay-as-you -go 
b asis in addition to b u ilding i» n 
you r liqu id assets 
that is, sav­ 
ings 
accou nts 
and 
government 
b onds. We mu st avoid a too large 
naih nal consu mer deb t, which Is 
now $25,700,000,000. Ou r install­ 
ment credit accou nts alone are 
now reaching 
$19,300,000,000 cf 
this deb t. 
Ou r national economic prob lem 
at the moment is that ou r consu m­ 
er deb t has b een rising faster than 
has the amou nt of money that 
people have availab le to spend. 
People cannot continu e to go fu r­ 
ther into deb t each year withou t 
either increasing their produ ction 
and earnings, or sooner or later 
experiencing real financial diffi­ 
cu lties. 
In these good times it is also 
shocking in discover that the me­ 
dian liqu id asset holdings of all 
U. S. 
families 
(money readily 
availab le, savings accou nts, stocks 
and b onds) have decreased 50 per 
cent, from $ 470 in 1947 to $ 230 
in 1952. 
Many economists received qu ite 
a jolt a short time ago when the 
Bu reau of I^ab or Statistics an­ 
nou nced the resu lts of the finan­ 
cial condition of some 12,000 fami­ 
lies it stu died in 1950. Its pre­ 
liminary report read as if the 
average family was spending that 
year $ 200 more than it was tak ­ 
ing in. 
This do*s not give the 
complete story; b u t the situ ation 
is seriou s and shou ld b e corrected 
either b y spending less or b y pro­ 
du cing more. 
Su rely ou r standard of living 
has increased remarkab ly in the 
last decade; 
people have more 
refrigerators, appliances, au tomo­ 
b iles and homes* We have, how­ 
ever, as a nation, lacked the moral 
stamina to work harder and long­ 
er to deserve these b lessings and 
have reserves for an emergency. 
Now is the time to save more 
Also, try to pay more down on 
everything which you do b u y on 
installments or other forms of 
credit.
